Since   1980,    the  San  Francisco  Sheriff's  Department  has 

established  an  extraordinary  affirmative  action  record.   Within  the 

national   law  enforcement  community,   our  Department  has   set  the 

standard   for   the   recruitment,   hiring,   promotion,   training  and 
assignment  of  minority  and  women  peace  officers. 

Achieving  these  goals  was  no  accident.  It  has  been  my  policy 
that  the  San  Francisco  Sheriff's  Department  be  uncompromising  in  its 
endeavor  to  provide  equal  employment  opportunities  to  all  persons 
regardless  of  race,  gender,  ethnicity,  national  origin,  sexual 
orientation,  religion,  age,  physical  handicap,  or  political 
affiliation. 

We  begin  our  affirmative  action  cycle  at  the  recruitment 
level,  reaching  out  to  those  traditionally  bypassed  by  the  law 
enforcement  establishment:  African  American,  Asian,  Filipino, 
Latino,  Pacific  Islander,  and  Native  American  men  and  women,  as  well 
as  members  of  the  lesbian  and  gay  communities. 

The  response  has  been  gratifying.  In  our  1992  deputy  sheriff 
recruitment  drive,  82%  of  the  1,421  qualified  applicants  were 
minorities  and  women.  Of  the  1,557  people  who  registered  at  our  1995 
recruitment  desk,  92%  were  women  and  minority  candidates.  The 
positive  effects  of  these,  and  five  previous  recruitment  drives 
since  1980,  will  be  felt  by  the  Sheriff's  Department  and  the 
community  for  many  years  to  come. 

I  consider  the  minority  hiring  and  promotional  record  of  the 
San  Francisco  Sheriff's  Department  a  hallmark  of  my  sixteen  year 
tenure  as  Sheriff,  and  I  look  forward  to  a  continuing  personal  and 
professional  commitment  to  the  highest  affirmative,  action  goals.
